THE ^BVRRAHD fNLBT RESERVE. 

'There is scarcely room to doubt, from 
the "style," that the writer of the recent 
articles in the Timoa and "Merciitio" iire 
one and the same. It ia a work of Hiipei- 
erbgation to tell this gentlomau and the 
few who think with him lhat the hind ro- 
aerved at liurraid Iiilut ia nearly nil 
covered by a timber lease, and that the 
little that is not so covered is untit fur 
agricultural purpoHcs. Upon the plea (jf 
defondi.ig the rights of the "aottler," but 
really in the interest of land-f^rabbers and 
speculators, the great injury that has been 
dune to the uijricuUuralist by the rosor- 
vution is placed before people's oyoa; 
when, in point of fact, all the land avail- 
able for agricultural purposes was thrown 
open to pre-einiitiou by proclamation on 
the 3d and lOtli 'of May last. The Times 
has an ally in the Cluardiaii; but it out- 
Times the Times by demanding that the 
Coal Harbor lauds — which are worth from 
8100 to $J00 an acre — bo opened tn pre- 
emption at 81 an acre. The Guardian 
offeni to "wngor a trifle" that within six 
hours after it was made known that the 
land was open to pre-emption there would 
not bo a single acre unuccupied'. Very 
likely. It would be selling §20 pieces for 
tan cents. If the government were to throw 
open those lands to pre emption thoy 
would deserve to be beaten out of the 
government buildings with clubs. It 
would be a shameful spoliation of the 
public to sell land which ia not suited for 
Bgricultur.al purposes, but may be of great 
value as a possible tuwnsite, at one dollar 
aa acre when land held by private parties 
all about it is selling at §250 to S400 an 
acre. No, no! Messrs. Times and Guar- 
dian, the government has too high an ap- 
preciation of what it owes the country to 
follow your^'disinterested" advice. The 
Oolumbian, which is printed near the 
spot, supports the position of Tht Culonist 
and says thiit outside of private holdings 
and the timber lease there are only about 
1000 acres covered by the reserve. It 
adds: "It ia the opinimi of the public 
generally, and it is our opinion, lhat very 
little of this land, if any, would be taken 
up for agricultural purposes. For many 
years it has been open fur settlement in 
the same way as oilier lands within the 
railway belt, but p.- ipio refused to take it 
because it was nut suitable for farming, 
and there are tliuusunda of acres in other 
parts of the district infinitely superior. 
We have no doubt that those who are 
eager to get this land have not agricul- 
ture in view, but speculation. They may 
be willing to take it up under the pre- 
emption lawa, and perform the required 
improvements, but the ultimate object la 
to speculate. I'herc can be no doubt on 
this point. It is fair to eiiiiune, then, 
how this land could be kept out of the 
hands of speculators by removing the re- 
serve." 



THE CHINESE COMMISSION. 

Elsewhere we give room to a letter on 
this subject. The writer takes the ground 
that a commision is unueet'ssary — and es- 
pecially does he object to its personnel. 
In support of the first obji^ction tin' corres- 
pondent thinks that tbe work ami r( |)<jrt of 
li committee of the house of coiunions were 
BUfBoieul to enable the l>oniinioM govrrn- 
ment to form an oiiiiiion for m- i.j'-Likii 
.^y.oc wiiiJ tlie wiitcr. Tin' t,'ovi-riiiiient 
before taking a sltp which, -in cii'ici, would 
abrogate a treaty of Great lirituin with 
China have wi.sely resulved to e.\liaust every 
possible source of iufonuation. The sitting 
of the conmiissioii at .Sun l''ruucisco — thi- 
hotbed of the evil- w e reyurd as a muster 
stroke and one which ought to shape 
the report ndversnly to Chinese immigra- 
tion. Upon the jjerM)niiK-l of the coinmis- 
eion we have already e.iprea.sed oursolve.s. 
It ia not such aa the province and its rt> 
presentatives had a right to expect from 
Ottawa. Mr. Chapleau ia a gentleman of 
acknowledged ability: but he has had no 
experieiicfl with the Chinese. To acquire 
that he must h-ave resided for some time 
in a community whei-c the Chinese con- 
stitute a considerable portion of the pupu 
latiun. As to Mr. Justice (iray his 
hands are already too full of judicial busi- 
ness to permit of his paying the attention 
to the duties of the commission that i'.s 
importance doaorvea. What ia wanted is 
a local repreaonlutive on the commission, 
a man of e.xperioiice who ia possessed of 
the ability necessary to place tlie "anti" 
side of the inquiry fairly and fully before 
his colleagues and the Dominion govern- 
ment. If not too late the provincial gov- 
ernment should ap|ily for representation 
on the board; and if tlie ajiplicatioii is 
granted an o.xhauative inijuiry and fair 
report may bo looked fur. 

MR. GEO. A. TURNER. 

In consequence of ill-health, Mr. Geo. 
A. Turner, who ffir several year.s has been 
attached with the editorial atafi' of 'I'lu- 
Coloni.ft, has resigned. iMr. Turner in- 
tends proceeding to Karuloops, where it la 
hoped ho will find relief for the complaint 
of which he suffers. Our late colleague 
has our best wishes for a restoration td 
health. We have al.vays found him a 
most agreeable gentleman and an assid- 
uous and able W(jrker. His reaigiiation is 
a severe loss to the press of the cu|>ital. 

To THK Editor : — In my opin- 
ion the appointment of a com- 
miasioii by the Dominion govern- 
ment to en[|uiro into the Chinese questicm 
in this province is entirely unnecessary, 
and a wasteful expenditure of the people's 
money. 

I have before me a copy of the Journula 
of the house of commons, Cai-.ada, for tlie 
year 1879; theroi nl find a ooriuiiittee was 
appointod by parliniiiciit to uiKjuire into 
the question of Chinese immigration t(j 
this province. That committee met and 
took evidence pro. and con., and the re- 
sult of their investigations were that it 
was undesirable to encourage that class of 
people to come to British Columbia or to 
employ them on the public works of the 
province. The evidence taken was all 
printed and is on record to-day. Every 
year since that time uur local gurernment 
have forwarded truthfully prepared docu- 
ments to the Dominion government set- 
ting forth the evil results of so largo a 
number of Chinese coming to this pro- 
vince and asking for legislative action . 
Facts and figures have been given them 
by our members in the house of oomtnons 
on this very question. This information 
has been furnished by men who know 
methiiig about the question, and now 
lie government come and say, "Gentle- 



men, we don't understand the nature of 

your difliculties with the Chinese, so wo 
liave appointed a conniiission consisting 
of two gentlemen." I would like to ask, 
Mr. Editor, what do these two gentlemen 
know about the (jucationV The answer 
must be, nothing at all, excepting that 
they ore in favor of the Chinese. If the 
government want a fair investigation into 
this all important (|uestiun why nut have 
two practical men on with the present 
ones, men who have come into contact 
with the o.xisting demoralising evil? And 
again, sir, this investigation if gone into 
properly cannot bo hurried through in a 
few days. It will take at least six months 
hard work before the investigation cm be 
properly completed. 

Sir John was told on the floor of the 
house of commons lust session that the 
appointment of a coimnisaion was oniirely 
unneceaaary; and, air, I believe the ap- 
pointment of this coiiiinissiiui is a farce 
and an insult to the intelligoiice of the 
people of this province, I trust the peo- 
ple will not be afraid to e.'cijre.-is them- 
selves when Mr, Chapleau arrives. 

Anti-Monooli.vn. 

VicToiiiA, July 2-ltli. 

To THK Editou: — I SCO by the papers 
that 11 eomuiissiouer has been sout out by 
the Dominion govoruiueut to enquire into 
the Chinese (piestiou in this province. 1 
also observe, from the tone of the journals, 
that very httio hope is entertained of a sut- 
isfaetory result of the investigation; aud, 
looking at the circunistauces of the inquiry 
and the persouuel of the commission, the 
prospect is certainly not enoonniging. 

There is really no nocessity for any in- 
ipiiry, Ijceause tin' evils incident to Chinese 
iuimigraliou are obvious, and are well 
known to everybody on tbe Pacific coast. 
Besides, have not our rL-preseutatives at 
Ottawa, for a long jieriod, diuued it into 
the oars of parliament that Chinese immi- 
gration is violently opposed by the nniss of 
the people in this pruviuce, that it preventH 
all other immigration, that it impoverishes 
and cheeks the progress of the eolony? 
Either the Oaundiaus must thiuk that wu 
are entirely unworthy of belief, or they 
must suppose that wo are so stupid that wi- 
ilo not know what is good for us, aiul that 
thi'V alone are conipcteut to look after our 
iuterests. 

The otl'ects of the t'hinese iniinigratiou 
are, of course, the same hen- as in the 
United States. On this ground also, then, 
there is no necessity for any further in- 
quiry, because some years ago an elaborate 
iavestigatiou of the Chinese question was 
held in California, and the result was the 
Kestriction 15ill. Even if enough time 
were devoted to the matter here, it is not 
likely that the commission woukl be so ef- 
fective as in California, b-jcause the Chi- 
nese are aware of the proposed inquiry; 
whereas tbe rosoaches of the ,\nierieans had 
boon conducted for a long time in a secret 
nni) informal manner, and so various iti'nis 
were obtained, which could not have bei-u 
got in any other way, owing to the well 
known seeriitiv<'nea!J and reticence of tin' 
Chinese. For example, Chinese scholars 
showi'il that assissiuation notices had been 
fre(iueutly posted in Chinatown, i. e., pla- 
cards promising a reward to any one who 
would kill some obnoxious Chiiiauum who 
had rebelled ugainst the companies, .\gain, 
it had always been alleged by the niipi-nents 
of the Chinese that tlu-y ^tho laboring 
Chinese) were brought here as sells. Hut 

it was 11 ssary to bring proofs. I'or this 

lnHposc, several contracts were produci-d 
recording the sale of male and fennile Chi- 
nese. The coutraots were expressed as fol- 
lows; "Ah Moy hereby sells her body to 

, for tive years for $3U0, to be paid 

at the expiration of that time." Then fol- 
low stipulations tlwit, if she were sick and 
unaljlf to attend to hiiHiness, the linn- of 
the servici' was to be proportionally 
lengthi-ncl. and so on. I have uiyself seen 
several of Ih -se docimients. .■\11 tin- t^i- 
ertions of till Cnited States antboritifs to 
break up the terrurisni liy which the 
wealthy Chinese. cnipnoiu'" luiWjdfi/ii imvu 
heeu unavailing. In spite of all their ef- 
forts, the "imptiriuni iu imperio" remains 
intact. 

When Sir. Chapleau arrives he will 
probably be received with great distinction, 
lie will be invited to ih.- hous(!S wf tij,- 
great emiiloyers of Cliiiu.'Si' laliour; he will 
visit the eanneri(.'s, tlii- railway, tlie coab 
mines, and, by what he is told tht-r.-, and l^y 
the courtesies of his 'jntertaiuers, he will ],'■■ 
thoroughly conviuced that Chiiii-sc! labour 
is indispensable to the industrial progn-ss 
of the colony. Any further action in the 
iiiatter will, therefore, iu all probabiUty, be 
postjjoned until the province is filled to 
overdowing with Chinese; then, when the 
niis< liief is irreparable, there will pei hill)^ 
be bl "ought forward some useless E.vclusion 
Bill. 

The situation of the province in regard 
to Its relations to the Dominion is assur- 
edly not enviable. It is not pleasant to 
act the part of Job's comforters; but we 
cannot refrain from calling attention to 
the huTniliating poailion of the colony. 
Here wo have for years been bearechint; 
the Cumidians to attend to a matter of 
vital interest to us; but as it it does not 
immediately concern them they have been 
deaf to our entreaties. Our repuseiita- 
lion in the Dominion parliament being 
small we have no political inHuence there'? 
We have th us very little share in tht? Gen- 
eral government, at thu aamu timu°our 
riijht of local government is being gradual- 
ly encroached upon; witness the li(|uor 
act which the Dominion ( ioveriiineni is 
trying to force on the provim I, is ;■, 
reality, a sumptuary act. 'I'ou Ciu.nli.ui 
statesmen are aaaumiiig thi! right of cen- 
sorship over the morals of the provinces. 
N'oxt, I suppose, thoy wdl niidertake to 
regulate cigar stores, houses of ilit urie.t b.- 
obaervance of the Sabbath, i t^- , ill v, i 
moral and proper, no doubt, only it iaje.\- 
actly the sort of parental government from 
which wo thought we had foruver esciqiod. 
■ people of this province aro like Eaau, 



in that section, aud 1 fail to see on what 
ground one of the prettiest spots on our 
jniblic park should now be appropriated by 
any particular society or sect. If this sort 
of thing is tolerated further portions of the 
]niblic park might be claimed by the St. 
.\ndrows aud Caledonian, Pioneers, Ucnevo- 
lout and other societies; and it is to bo sin- 
cerely hoped, therefore, that this encroaeli- 
meut on public lights will be at once 
stopped. 

I am informed that the Agricultural So- 
ciety intend asking the public for subscrii)- 
tioiis iu aid of the proposed uow buildings, 
but those who really value the advantages of 
a beautiful public park, forming as it does 
such a great acqnisitiou--to Victoria, will 
surely not encourage the steps uow taken 
to devote a public recreation grouud to pnr- 
))use8 for which they certainly were not 
dedicated. It is rumored that au injunction 
will be applied for to restrain the society 
from earryiug out its design on the public^ 
park, and if this is necessary to attain ^Kt 
eiul I trust il will be done.

The following from Sunday's Astorian 
will interest those who have wagered new 
hats on a short pack: History ia said to 
be precept teaching by example. If this 
is so, the probable outcome of the bus- 
iiieas ao far as ealinoti-tiahing on tho 
Columbia river ia concerned, will probably 
be thia — no more lishir.g iu April, and not 
much in May. Last year fish were soventy- 
tive and ninety cents all through tho sea- 
son, and at this price canuers packed half 
a iiiillion cases. Then came ihe glut in 
. I Illy , boats coining in loaded down with 
salmon that went begging at two bits 
apiece, and cannora who had tilled their 
cans with high-priced liah stood and saw 
tiiib equally as good thrown away, because 
there was not capacity enough in the can- 
lu-ries tn got away with them as fast as 
they caino. Tho beach from Alderbrook 
to linionlowii waa lined with the festerin,^ 
carcaases of the finest Chinook salmon, 
from which the l;ellies had been cut, and 
any iiiaii could have all he wanted fur tho 
asking. This year brings the same state 
111 affairs. The chief ditl'erence is that 
the cannery supplies are not quite aa 
plentiful as they wore in l8X\i. In .April 
vory little tiahing was done. 'I'lio Cutting 
and Olio or two other companies packed 
through .-Vpril, the great majority of the 
caniieriea did nothing till May. The May 
run waa a little below the average; the 
.luiie run about equal to that of laat, bet 
about the nth inat, came a rusli from the 
sea that taxed the iilinost capacity of the 
lishuniieii to catch and the canuers tn pru- 
[)are. During the last week the liah havo 
come 111 incredible quantities, anil the 
prico liiis dropped to four bita and oven 
less. Some of the canneries will shut 
down to morrow, more on Wediieaduy, 
sovci'd more on Thurad.iy, and tho close 
nf iluh wi'i'k will see fww ut theihirty- 
oight [Hitting up any salinon. As to the 
future, tho oldest and most experienced in 
the buainossaay: "We don't know."
